State Road Might Los Its Connections. 


The indications point to action of a decisive nature on the part of 
more than one railroad system entering Atlanta. The Southern stands 
ready to build its own depot on its own property, or well authenticated 
rumor goes for nothing. This fact alone, it is said, would not bring re- 
gret to the minds of state officials were it not for the danger that the 
Southern in its departure from the old carshed might carry with it oth- 
er roads whose through connection is regarded as absolutely essential 
to the well being of the Western and Atlantic. 

One of the questions before the members of the general assembly 
just now is whether or not the roads will go ahead with the construc- 
tion of their own station or agree to extend the verbal contract to take 
a state-bullt depot at the 6 per cent rental for another year. 

In the interest of harmony there will very probably be no more men- 
tion of the depot bill at the present session. The passage of the bill by 
the house at the last moment woul d insure its reception at the hands of 
the senate when the second session convenes. This action by the house 
would in all likelihood delay the work in the few hours remaining and 
should the railroads agree to an ex tension of the contract there would be 
no real necessity for passing the measure through the house at this ses-

The extention of private offers to accept the contract with the ran - 
roads at the hands of the state has brought forth the fact that the rail 
roads are dealing not with private individuals, but with the state itself, 
and that what they have offered to the state does not apply to other

The two prelates spoke only on the pro- 
vision of the bill prohibiting the estab- 
Nehment of canteens or post exchanges. 
Both of them pronounced the provision 
unwise and expressed the opinion that 
the canteen ts in the interest of the tem- 
perance and good morals of the army. 
Archbishop Ireland based his remarks es- 
pecially upon his observations of affairs 
at Fort Snelling, near his home, St. Paul. 
He said that he was sure from all he 
had seen and heard among the soldiers 
that the canteen is a powerful factor in 
the protection of the soldiers from outside 
temptations of all kinds, and he did not 
accept the theory that the canteen brings 
temptation to the troops that otherwise 
would not come to them. : 

The archbishop said further that judg- 
ing from his obeervation and experience 
at Fort Snelling, it is useless to try to 
prohibit absolutely the use of liquor. If 
you try to be too severe and do away 
with it altogether in the army, the men 
will find it in ways that are illegal and 
more harmful.”’ 

He added that since the canteen had 
been established at Fort Snelling fewer 
men are found drinking outside the res- 
ervation than formerly. In former times 
after pay day at the fort many of the 
men would be found in St. Paul and the 
next day many of them would turn up 
in the police courts. He added:

DR. HIRSCH’S: LECTURE, 
The 2 of Dr. mu d. Hirnch on 


„Mohammed and the Islam“ at the 
Grand last night was remarkably woll 
attended, | considering the inclement 
weather, and the large audience great- 
ly enjoyed the scholarly Chicago rabbi's 
study of the founders of the great orien- 
tal religion, 

Dr. Hirsch's lecture was a sympathetic 
appreciation ot the genius of Mohammed 
und the philosophy and spirituality of. 
his religion, without a tinge of prejudice, 
and ovincing a clear insight into {ts ab- 
stractions. 

Dr. Hirsch declared that no religion, not 
even“ the most barbarous form of fetich- 
ism, was false in the sense of being based 
on humbuggery, and that the prophets 
of no religion, however low in the scale 
of human intelligence, deserved to be 
stigmatized as imposters. He said the 
literature of christendom had been un- 
just to Mohammed in this regard, for 
he felt himself called of God as truly as 
did ever Israelitish prophet of old. 

The lecturer described with an exhibi- 
tion of much research the condition of 
the Semitic race prior to and during the 
time of Mohammed. He said the inspira- 
tion and power of the great prophet was 
neither the result of personal ambition 
nor of fanaticism, but that in him the 
trend of the ages had a logical and in- 
evitable culmination. He told of the em- 
poverished boyhood and lonely, unfor- 
tunate youth of the prophet; how he 
heard but struggled against the mandate

James I. Riley, a prominent insurance 
man, and Charles Black, agent for the 
Merehants and Manufacturers’ Ware- 
hous'ng Company, hada lively set-to in

Like most personal id! ficulties, the ac- 
counts of the participants are radically 
different. On one point, however, they 
sedm to agree—that the pace was a swift 
one. and that the affair had all the ele- 
ments of & “rough houge.” The cause 
of the fight was a business d fference dat- 


ing back some weeks. 


In his statement of the detalls of the 
difficulty, Mr. Riley claizns that he was 
struck with a sharp instrument of some 
sort. This Mr. Black denies. Mr. Riley 
Says that he is satisfied. Me. Black also 
expresses entire satisfaction. 

Ar. Biley’s Statement. 

Mr. Riley hae sent The Constitution the 
following statement concerning the affair: 

“Editor Constitutton—Mr. Black | had 
taken offense on account of some negotia- 
tions had with the Merchants and Man- 
ufacturersa’ Warehousing Company to 
represent them here. I have used no 
methods, except what were honorable, at 


ceptions, and I defy him or any one else 
to produce any evidence or statement 
from any one to the contrary. I so stated 
to him and offered to show him all the 
correspondence in connection with the 
matter. a 

In conversation with an official of the 
warehousing company a statement was 
made to me that Mr. Biack was incom- 
petent or unsatisfactory, and that they 
contemplated a change. Upon my return 
from New York I mientioned the fact 
and Black heard it from some one and 
came to eee me about it. I told him 
everything; he thanked me very much for 
the information and left immediately for 
New York. I am informed that he went 
there to ask for another trial. Whether 
or not the company feels obligated to 
give him another chance, I am not as 
vet advised. He came to my office this 
morning with a Mr. Goldsmith and statea 
that he wanted to see me. While dis- 
cussing the matter he arose, drawing his 
hand from his trouser’s pocket, and 
struck me with a sharp instrument of 
some character, cutting my lip. There is 
no bruise to indicate a strike from -the 
fist, as it is a deep, clear cut. I, then hit 
him, knocking him down, jumped on him 
and pummeled him for a while. He hug- 
ged me tightly while I had him down ana 
I could not strike him as well as by let- 
ting him up: go I proposed to let him up, 
but he continued to cling to me, and re- 
quested Mr. Goldsmith and Mr. Price to 
hold me, stating that he was unwilling to 
take the chance. In the excitement they 
both held me and he was allowed to es- 
cape. These are the facts in the case ana 
there are several witnesses to substan- 
tiate them. : 

Just after the affair, when the report- 
ers came to the office, I had no idea that 
Biack had made post haste to the news- 
paper offices to give his version of it, as 
I was satisfied with the result, although 
Geploring the unwarrented assault ana 
the contemptible secretion of an instru- 
ment with which to strike me. 

“Since the publication in the afternoon 
papers, some of the gtatements being ab- 
solutely untrue, I feel that I should pub- 
lish more than my statement given them. 
Yours truly, J. L RILEY." 

Mr. Black's Version. 

When asked about the difficulty, Mr. 
Black said: — | 

“I regret the publicity that has been 
given this matter. The beginning of the 
difficulty with Mr. Riley was my objec-

“The result of the fight is a matter of

JUST SIKTEEW YEARS: OLD 


Much Sympathy has been Aroused 
and an Effort Will Probably 


For the first time, perhaps, ever record- 
ed in the history of the gtate of Georgia, 
a young white girl has been sentenced to 
the ~enitentiary for life. Dolly Pritchard, 
a beautiful sixteen-year-old country girl, 
whose home is snhugged away in the 
mountains of Cherokee county, is that un- 
fortunate individual, and her case goes 
down on the criminal annals as one of the 
saddest and most pathetic with which the 
Georgia court officials have ever dealt. 
The girl arrived in Atlanta a few days 
ago in charge of Sheriff P. 8. Bedell, of 
Cherokee county, and was assigned by 
tNe prison commission to the industrial 
farm at Milledgeville. 

The girl was charged with the crime of 
infanticide. After hearing the evidence, 
twelve stern men waived all human 
sympathy and wit a desire only to mete 
out justice, declared that she. was guilty. 
The sentence of the court decreed that 


Dolly Pritchard should spend the rest of 


her natural life within the confines of the 
penitentiary. 

When Sheriff Bedell arrived at the cap- 
itol with his youthful female charge, 
the prison commissioners were visibly af- 
fected when they learned the details of 
this remarkably sad case, and they at 
once decided that it would be an act of 
cruelty to place the girl in companionship 
with felons. After consultation, an or- 
der was issued directing that she be sent 
to the industrial farm. 

The young girl had been raised in the 
mountains of Cherokee county, and she 
has never been ten miles from her home 
during her entire life, until she left there 
never to returt, unless intervention re- 
stores to her ..er liberty. Notwithstand- 
ing that she has not been given the ad- 
vantages of the world, Dolly Pritchard's 
open face indicates anything else than 
that she would be hard-hearted enough 
to take a human life. ‘ | 
dne stoutly protests her Innocence, and 
her demeanor and youth have stirred the 
sympathies of all cf those who seen her 
in the prison commission office. Several 
prominent Atlantians were in the office 


| while she was waiting for the time to de- 


part for Milledgeville, Ind all were deep- 
ly impressed with t pathetic features 
of the case. It is understood that one 
gentieman agreed to contribute money for 
the purpose of endeavoring to secure the 
release of the iri.

Her father owns property in Cherokee 
county, and it is thought that an effort 
will be made shortly to secure a pardon. 
Mr. Pritchard, it is understood, is an in- 
valid. Both Mr. and Mrs. Pritchard are 
highly respected in the community, and 
the predicament of their daughter has 
fallen as a sad blow upon their home. It

General Judiclary Did Not Re- 
port on Howell Amendment. 
. 
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IT HAD NOT BEEN REFERRED 


There Were No Notations Upon the 
Amandment Showing That It 
Had Been Committed and 
It Was Therefore 


Returned. 


The amendment of Senator Clark How- 
ell to the charter of Atlanta has not 
been adopted by the lower branch be- 
cause the general judiciary committee 
of the house discovered yesterday after- 
noon that there had been irregularity in 
the manner in which the amendment was 
sent to the committee from the house. 

This developed at the session which 
occurred yesterday afternoon at 6 
o’clock. Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, chair- 
man of the general judiciary committee, 
called Mr. Hall, of Bibb, to the chair, 
because the chairman felt that he was 
interested In the amendment to the char- 
ter. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton; Mr. King, of 
Fulton, and Mr. Houston, of Fulton, all 
made addresses to the committee. Upon 
the request of a member of the commit- 
tee Mr. Hall then ordered that the bill 
be read. It developed that there were 
no notations upon the bill showing that 
it had been sent by the house to the gen- 
eral judiciary committee. Mr. Hall at 
once dec that any action by the 
commit would be illegal, and that it 
would be ‘necessary to have the bill reg- 


ularly committed before action could be 
taken. 

The committee made no report upon 
the bill last night, as had been expect- 
ed. fit is believed that it may be acted 
upon in some shape by the house this 
morning. 

Jack Spalding and Morris Brandon, at- 
torneys representing the Georgia Electric 
Light Company, attended the session of 
the legislature last night, dut heard 


or the Howell amendment. 

The amendment of Senator Howell, of 
the thirty-fifth district, provides that 
the mayor of Atlanta shall preside over 
the sessions of the aldermanic board of 
the general counctl, when three mem- 
bers of that body report to him that 
a tie has resulted over any question and 
that a deadiock has begun. As there are 
six members of the aldermante board 
the vote of the presiding officer, who 
would be the mayor, would be the decid- 
ing ballot. 

Two sessions were held by the general 
judiciary committee yesterday upon the 
amendments to the city charter of At 
lanta. The first occurred at 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon and the second began 
at 6 o' dock in the evening. 

Speeches Were Heard. 

When Chairman Slaton, of the genera! 
judiciary committee, rapped for order 
yesterday afternoon the following gentle- 
men of Atlanta were among those pres- 


jent te urge their claims upon the com- 


mittee:

Holland, City Attorney Anderson, Alder- 
man Johnson, Colonel W. 8.

The speaker said that 
an agreement had already been reached 
by the two electric interests by which 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Company 
was to be allowed to obtain ite franchise. 
This, said Mr. Spalding, was one of the 
conditions upon which the injunction 
suits of the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company had been withdrawn. 

Senator: Howell, the author of the 
amendment that caused the meeting of 
the general judiciary committee, was the 
nent speaker. He announced that he 
appeared before the committee in his of- 
ficial capacity as senator of the thirty- 
Afth district. He stated that the people 
had long been desiring a competitive 
electric lighting system in Atlanta. Sen- 
ator Howell declared that there was a 
$600,000 plant in this city which had al- 
ready been erected, but which could not 
be used because the city officials had 
not seen fit to give an electric lighting 
franchise to the Atlanta Railway and 
Power Company. Senator Howell declared 
that six members of the incoming council 
had signed a document declaring theni- 
‘sélves in favor of the amendment he had 
introduced in the senate. 

City Attorney James A. Anderson alan 
made a speech in opposition to the Howell 
amendment.

Mr. Brandon stated that the city of 
Atlanta could break the tie by electing 
an alderman from the seventh ward.

A fight that started out with apparent 
Vigor and wound up by amounting to 
ncthing, was made in the senate yester- 
day on the appropriation for the support 
and maintenance of the Technological 
school, 8o vigorous and earnest was the 
fight made by the friends of the institu- 
tion for the appropriation asked for that 
the efforts to cut it down did not amount 
to much when the final vote was taken. 

The senate was considering the appro- 
Priation bill stem by item, and nothing 
of spe lal interest happened until ,ths 
Tech appropriation was reached. The 
fleht was then started by Senator Holder 
who moved to amend by cutting the ap- 
propriation of $49,000 down to $30.00... The 
senator stated in a brief speech hin rea- 
fons for offering the amendment. lie 
raid that he thought the school would 
have more than enough money to run ft 
and that $30,000 was enough. 

Senator Grantland, who is chairman of 
the appropriations commiftae of the sen- 
ate, then took the floor and made 23 
strong appeal for the school. He told 
of the work that it was doing for the 
beys of the state aud of the large number 
of graduates from the institution who 
were making large salaries in thcir va- 
rious avoca tions. 

Senator Dennard followed, speaking in 
favor of the Holder amendment. He 
sald that the school did not have an 
enemy in the senate, but he wanted too 
know. where all the money was coming 
from that had been appropriated by the 
committee. He stated that an amount 
far in excess of the income of the state 
had been appropriated and he was in 
favor of cutting down. 

Benator Swift, who has all along been 
a warm friend of the Tech, made a 
speech against the amendment, He told 
of the work that the graduates of the 
Lachoo! were doing and he begged the 
senatora if a cut must be made that it 
be taken from something else. 


A School for Legislatures. 


Senator Baker attacked the $46,000 up- 
fropriation th a vigorous manner. 14 
said that he did not see any good that

. versity, simply went under that name 30 
that they could aneak around to the back 
dor of the treasury and get large ap- 
propriations.
